Old Order Changeth 


Many modern historians have 


pointed out the ruthless way in 
which 
Americans 
have 
taken 


shortcuts across the back lots of 
social custom. But nowhere is the 
process of changing etiquette as 
boldly apparent as in Mrs. Post's 
new edition, 
^vlrs. Post almost— 


but not quite—casts a sigh over 
some of the conventions which she 
scraps, and there is often a note 
of anxiety as to where our new 
freedom may lead us. 


Mrs. Post now accepts 
prac- 


tices which would have created a 
national furore had she sponsored 
them two decades ago. 
For ex- 


ample: a young woman may dine 
alona with a young man in his 
bachelor flat (providing, of course, 
she is positive that neither her 
reputation nor her 
self-respect 


will be damaged thereby). 


No Chaperones 


The author flatly consigns chap- 


erones to the ash heap, concluding 
that a girl's best chaperone is the 
training she has received before 
she makes her debut. 
She even 


goes so far as to say that when a 
college boy hanga his fraternity 
pin on a co-ed, it may be accepted 
as a. formal engagement of mar- 
riage. And that, as Mrs. Post 
almost allows herself to admit, is 
quite a social jump from 1920. 


Actually, 
the theme of Mrs. 


Post's social dicta now is not rigid 
formality, but Informal comfort. 
Just about anything that is sen- 
sible and practical and inoffensive 
is (to use a word not in Mrs. Post's 
vocabulary) okay. And a young 
modern who cannot afford either 
a maid or a banquet, can with 
decorum inivite her friends to 
"supper" instead of dinner, and 
toss them up hash and scrambled 
eggs. 
It'd be "de rlgeur," so to 


speak. 


The Woman Can Pay 


Here are a few other new stand- 


ards of etiquette: 


It is permissible for a woman to 


pay the dinner check when she 
dines with a man, if he is indigent 
and she has money. 


It's proper for a girl to attend, 


unchaperoned, a fraternity house 
party and stay overnight in the 
fraternity house if the occasion is 
a time-honored festival on the 
campus. (But she should take only 
one suitcase.) 


It is correct to leave a party 


early in order to go home and 
listen to a favorite radio program. 


Smoking Etiquette 


Trends of the times can be seen 


in a chapter on smoking etiquette, 
on motoring manners, ad even in 
a section on short ocean cruises. 
There also a discussion of the 
young man's problem when he's 
invited to parties where he knows 
the bridges stakes will be high, or 
where he'll be roped in for theater 
tickets after dinner. Young man, 
the thing to do in that case, is to 
decline the invitation.

9 (UP) — A throng of 100,000 
spectators lined the American and 
Canadian sides of Niagara Falls 
just 78 years ago to watch a 
Frenchman, 
known as Blondin, 


carry a man on his back while he 
walked across the cataract on a 
tightrope. 


Blondin, whose real name was 


Jean Francois Granele, had mas- 
tered the art of tightrope walking 
in France, and after he had given 
that country its fill of thrills came 
to the United States to make the 
hazardous crossing. 


After long and involved prepa- 


rations, 
Blondin announced he 


would carry a man across on the 
rope, strapped to his back in a 
chair. A dare-devil from Chicago, 
Henry A Colcord, volunteered his 
services. 


Both Were Cool 


On the eventful day, according to 


accounts of the incident, Blondin 
and Colcord were "perfectly cool 
and confident" as they prepared 
to make their death-defying stunt. 
Blondin wore tights and moccasins. 
His companion wore a full dress 
suit, but no hat. 


With the rope swaying in the 


wind, Blondin and Colcord began 
their journey from the American 
side. 


"Many men and women fainted," 


one account said. "Audible pray- 
ers went up for their safety from 
women thrilled to the highest pitch 
of excitement."

scend from Blondin'a shoulders, it 
was said, so that the Frenchman 
might rest his tired muaclee.

Use of 
Diesel Engines to 


Be Stressed by Nazis 


BERLIN, 
Sept. 
9— (UP)—In 


establishing a regular air mail ser- 
vice over the North Atlantic, Ger- 
many will apply methods differing 
in 
many respects 
from 
those 


adopted by other nations. 


One of the distinctive features 


of the German service will be the 
use of the 
"floating 
airports" 


Friesenland 
and 
Schwabenland, 


anchored off the Azores and Port 
Washington, respectively. 


In an interview with the United 


Press, Baron Carl August von 
Gablenz, director of the Lufthan- 
sa, explained the advantages of 
these floating airports as follows: 


"We believe that it is safer to 


use flying boats on a trans-ocean 
route. 
However, it is sometimes 


difficult for flying boats to take off 
in rough sea. We avoid this diffi- 
culty by using our floating air- 
ports from where the flying boat 
can be easily catapulted in any 
sort of weather. 
Moreover, of 


course, the bloating bases serve aa 
refueling and repair stations." 


Crews to Exceed 50 


"The bases have crews of 50 or 


more —10 Lufthansa technicians 
besides North German Lloyd men 
who all 
have 
been especially 


trained to cope with air traffic 
problems." 


Another peculiarity of the pro- 


jected German transocean service 
is that Diesel motors are to be 
used. Baron von Gablenz declared 
that, hi his opinion, Diesel motors 
were better suited for ocean flights 
than ordinary gasoline engines. 


"For Germany," he said, "it is 


essential to extend the use of 
Diesel engines because the heavy 
oil used in Diesel engines is much 
cheaped than gasoline. According- 
ly, our technicians developed Die- 
sel engines much superior to those 
used abroad. One great advantage 
of these new Diesel engines con- 
sists in the fact that it uses about 
25 percent less fuel than ordinary 
motors of the same power. Accord- 
ing to our calculations, it is more 
economical to use Diesel engines 
for flights extending beyond 650 
miles, because the greater weight 
of the engine itself is more than 
compensated by the saving on 
fuel." 


Baron von Gablenz praised the 


international co-operation which 
made the organization of North 
Atlantic air traffic possible. 


Thankful for Co-Operatlon 


, "In transocean traffic," he said, 
"everything depends on interna- 
tional co-operation. We owe a 
great debt of gratitude to Amer- 
ican coastal radio stations which 
supplied us with meteorological 
data. 
We also received valuable 


help from the French observatory 
ship cruishing in the Atlantic, from

Making Milk Palatable If It Causes Discomfort

every time you drink it or just 
sometimes? 


2. Does it give the same diges- 


tive symptoms every time it dis- 
agrees or do they vary? 


3. Does It affect your digestion 
ilone? 


4. Can you take milk in other 


foods—in coffee, tea or ice cream, 
In bread, with oatmeal? 


The first group of milk dis- 


agreers are those with a slight di- 
gestive disturbance anyway—an ir- 
ritable colon or a mild gallbladder 
Infection. Milk, with all Us excel- 
lencies, is a particularly digestible 
food, and these people in the pe- 
riods when their digestive func- 
tions are upset revolt at it. 


The second group is a modifica- 


tion of the first, and without any 
definite digestive disorders they 
have a sensitive digestive tract in 
some way which milk upsets. In 
some people milk produces a diar- 
rhea, in some a constipation. When 
it is well digested it is constipat- 
ing, 
when not, diarrhea results. 


Modifying the milk, using boiled, 
skimmed milk, will get around the 
tendency to diarrhea. And adding 
cream will get around the consti- 
pating effect. 
The curd in cow's 


milk is large. 
Boiling the milk 


lessen* the curd. That is why It 
makes it more digestible. The ad- 
dition of carbonated water, or lim« 
water, does the same thing. A 
mixture or equal parts of milk, 
cream and carbonated water ia 
more palatable and more digestible 
than plain milk. 


Curdled Milk Digested 


The best way to insure agains* 


the formation of large curds is to 
curdle the milk before ingestion, 
That is why in this group butter- 
milk, junket and Koumyss axe bet- 
ter tolerated than raw milk. 


The third group are those who 


are allergic to milk. They should 
have, to prove this, other symp- 
toms than those referable to the 
digestive system—such as hives or 
asthma. I believe these cases must 
be far rarer than the reports one 
hears indicate. 
A great deal of 


harm has been done by taking peo- 
ple off such necessary articles ot 
food as milk on very flimsy evi- 
dence of its allergic qualities. The 
cases I have heard of strike me aa 
being very poorly analyzed. 


The last group, the group who 


says yes to question 4, are those 
who have a psychic aversion for 
milk. It is the largest group. I 
must say I have a great deal of 
sympathy with them. Intellectual- 
ly I praise milk, gastronomically 
the smell and taste of it are in- 
sipid beyond words. But for thes« 
milk soups, milk punches, egg 
noggs, ice cream and even the ad- 
dition of cream, half and half, 
solves the difficulty. 


The modification of milk tot 


adults should be studied as much 
as it has been for children. With 
proper resourcefulness nearly any 
prejudice can be overcome.

retain their favor and crispness 
indefinitely. Dusted lightly 
with 


confectioners' sugar, rosettes are a 
delightful tea cake. But 
for 
a 


really elegant dessert, try a ros- 
ette topped with a scoop of vanilla 
ice cream and a few luscious ber- 
ries or crushed fresh peaches. 


Following is the recipe: Rosettes 
-Two eggs, one and 
one-fourth 


cups irradiated evaporated 
milk, 


one cup flour, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon sugar. Beat 
eggs slightly. Add milk. 
Sift 


flour, then measure. Resift 
with 


salt and sugar into the egg and 
milk mixture. Stir until batter is 
smooth. It should be about the 
consistency of heavy cream. Dip 
rosette iron in the hot fat to heat, 
then in the batter, and fry in hot 
fat (350 F.) until golden brown. 
Drain on absorbent paper.
